TO FORTUNE.

New Yor, June 3.—[Special.]—It was dis- 
pvcred to-day that Richard §. Scott, the pay- 
ne teller of the Manhattan bank, had de- 
ulted with $1,606,104. : 

Scott, who is about for'7-five years old, and 
es been with the bank ‘or twenty years, 
id not appear Bi the bank, 
cr did he notify the officers 
bat he was to be absent. A messenger was 
ent to his house, but neither he nor his wife 
ould be found. His wife was traced to her 
ster-in-lew’s house, and when informed of 
er busband’s absence, she expressed great 
urprise, aud said that she had imagined he 
as there as usual. She could not tell where 


ne Was. 
THE INVESTIGATION. 


When this was reported to the officials of the 
bank, their suspicions were aroused, and a 
meeting of the directors was cailed. The 
books of all the employes were examined and 
nilso the cash of the institution. At first noth- 
ing wrong could be discovered, but when 
the gold was counted, and Seott’s 
books examined, it was discovered that he had 
credited the bank with $160,610 more gold 
than was in the vaults. This, of course, 
after this amount had been 
iaken from the currency, caused 
the books to balance exactly, and others coy- 
ered the defaleations. It was also discovered 
ihatjthe slate upon which he kept his daily 
memoranda was missing, and that it could 
not be told how long the defalcation had been 
going on. : 

THE ACTION OF THE DIRECTORS. 

The meeting of the directors did not close 
until nearly 11 o’clook to-night, and the de- 
Lectives were immediately notified, although 
the matter was not reported at the regular 
police force. 

Scott bas always borne a good reputation, 
was not known to have speculated, and as 


Mr. Heys, the president of the bank, says, 
was not a church «© member ~ or 
leacher in a Sunday school. He was 
2 member of one of the leading athletic clubs 
of this city. 

Cashier Baidwin, of the bank, would say 
nothing of the matter other than that he sup- 
posed that by this time Scott was in Canada.

The bank, 
with the exception of the bank of New York, 
is the oldest in this city, its charter having 
been granted in 1799. Itscapital is over $2,-

STIRRED FROM WITHIN. 


VIOLENT TERRBSTRIAL MULLY- 
GRUBS IN INDIA. 


The Quaking Earth Drives Fear Into Humen Swarts 
and fumbles the Houses—A Great {Number ot 
People Killed—The Healthof Emperor 
Wilhelm—Other Foreign Points. 


Loxpon, June 2.—A dispatch from Serina- 
gur, India, says that city was visited by a 
frightful earthquake Sunday last. The shocks, 
which occurred at intervals of ten minutes, 
were of great violence, The greater part of 
the city was destroyed, and the cavalry bar- 
racks isi massofruins, Fifty persons are 
known to have been killed, and hundreds of 
injured have already been taken from the 
general wreck. The total loss of life or num- 
ber of maimed, must remain unknown for 
some days, a8 many of the inhabitants still lie 
buried in the ruins. When the shocks were 
first felt, and the people realized that they 
were being subjected to the awful possibilities 
ofan earthquake, the wildest panic seized 
them. Everyone able to do so rushed from 
the trembling houses, and fled to the boats on 
the river and on the lakes, or sought the open 
country. 

The terrified inhabitants are now camping 
in the fields that surround the town. Serina- 
gur is near the center of the vale of Cashmere, 
and that whole territory experienced terrible 
earthquake shocks. The damage caused 
throughout the vale is enormous. The loss in 
cattle alone is very great. Theaffrightod peo. 
ple seem to be utterly helpless, and succor is 
being sent them as rapidly as the Indian 
authorities can organize relief. Many of the 
houses yet standing show large rents in the 
walls, and must be razed to the ground. The 
shocks have not ceased, and this fact greatly 
retards the work of reseuing the people pinned 
down in the debris, and it is feared many of 
these must perish before they can be reached 
by the relief parties. 


GRANVILLE AND D’GEIRS. 


The Correspondence in Which the Russian 
Won the Victery,. 

Lonpon, June 2.—The second set of official 
dispatches, relating to the Afghan dispute,are 
now made public, and they throw much new 
light upon the subject. Earl Granville, on 
April 17, wrote to Sir Edward Thornton, Brit- 
ish minister at St. Petersburg, as follows: 

Baron de Staal, Russian minister at-London, in- 
forms me that he has received adispatch from M. 
deGiers, Russian /foreign minister, ascribing the 
collision at Penjdeh to the military 
aspect of Sir Peter Lumsden’s boundary commia- 
tion, which he says encouraged the Afghans’ pre- 
tensious. M. DeGiers declined to admit that Gen- 
eral Komaroff provoked the collision. 

On the 19th of April Earl Granville wrote to 
Sir Edward Thornton, declining to admit that 
Sir Peter Lumsden’s commission had any 
bearing on the question, and refuting M. 
deGiers’s statement that English officers had 
directed the Afghan attack. In this dispatch 
the English foreign minister said England 
could not accept General Komarofi’s account 
of the affair as final, and that both sides 
to the controversy must make 
every endeavor to ascertain the facts, which 
should be tried on the basis of the agreement 
of March 16tb, and justice done accordingly. 
M. de Giers, in his reply to this, declined to 
sacrifice the interests of Russia or submit 
Penjdeh to further inquiry. . Earl Granville 
replied sthrough Baron de- Staal, proposing 
arbitration and the resumption of the Afgban 
frontier negotiation. Baron de Staal said he 
believed that Russia would decline 
the proposal to submit the dis- 
ute to arbitration, and that even 
if Russia should admit the principle, she 
would entrust the task of arbitration to none 
but the Emperor William of Germany, who 
would declineto serye. To this Granville 
said England had no objection to Emperor 
William as arbitrator, and that he thought 
that if both England and Russia should ask 
him to arbitrate, it would be impossible for 
him to refuse. At this point deGiers proposed to 
neutralize the Penjdeh district, canine tho 
result of the Afghan frontier negotiations, and 
Earl Granville stipalated that both Rus- 
sian and Afghan soldiers be withdrawn 
from Penjdeh. On May 4th, Earl Granville 
replied to Baron de Staal, agreeing to resume 
negotiations concerning the Afghan frontier, 
and to submit the Penjdeh dispute to the de- 
cision of an arbitrator, if Russia and England 
found themselves unable to settle it otherwise. 

The Times rays the impression created by 
the perusal of this second batch of Afghan 
dispatches is thet Giers took measures 
quietly to insure Russian success, leaving the 
honors of the debate to Earl Granville, who 
busied himself constructiug the most admirable 
arguments which, however, had an awkward 
habit of diappearing at every moment one 
expected them to issue forth jn condition. 
There can hardlybe a question that in the who e 
controversy, Earl Granville demolished every 
one of the Russian arguments and excuses, 
and arrryed on his own side all the considera - 
tions of morality, and then failed to draw any 
practical conclusion. 


Anti-Jewish Ricts Breaking Out 

Viexwa, June 2.—Serious anti-Jewish riots 
have again broken out. They were renewed 
yesterday with increased violence. The in- 
citing cause at the present time is the excite- 
ment of the people growing out of the election 
egitation. The Carmelite platz was filled 
with a bowling mob, and free fights were fre- 
quent. The shops of the Jews were raided 
and ruined and their owners viclentiy\assault- 
ed. Not less than forty persons were 8 
wounded. The police made many 
still they were powerless to repress the riot- 
ers, and were obliged to call for the aid of the

Oiber riots of like violence and destructive- 
ners bave taken place in Weldon and Neuban 
aistricts. In these districts the entire police 
force is on duty patrolling the streets and 
preventing the gathering of crowds. 

The German lberal party had three of its 
cendidates defeated in Vienna, which is a loss 
of three seats in that one city alone. in Leo- 
poldstadt Herr Schneider, anti-Semife candi- 
date, wes beaten out of sight. The majority 
egainst him is six thousand votes. 

In the reichstag elections yesterday the 
liberals in Vienna elected eight candidates 
—democrats three and anti-democrais one. 
The liberals also defeated the present ministers 
ot commerée and agriculture in their respec- 
tive districts. Salzburg was carried by the 
liberalg, Dr. Edward Herbest, who was 
minister of justice in the cabinet of 1876, and) 
who secured among other reforms the aboli- 
tion of imprisonment for debt in the empire, 
has been elected to the reichstag. 


An Objeciionabie Regulation, 

Loxpox, June 2.—The Times of this morn- 
ing, in an editoriel, says that Englishmen will 
read with alarm the decision of the sanitary 
conference sitting at Rome, placing the im- 
portant matter of the detention of vessels at 
Suez in the discretion of a single medical 
cficer.

CoLtumpErs, Ga., June 2.—[Special.}—In Muscogee 
superior court to day the case of Violet Jackson, 
charged with the murder of Louis Bell, was taken 
up and tried. The jury retired about 3 o’clock 
and after being out four hours returned a verdict 
of voluntary manslaughter. The court sentenced 
her to three years in the penitentiary. 

The case of the state against T. F. Ridenhour, 
charged with malpractice in office, was being 
argued when the court took a recess until to-mor- 
row. 

It will be remembered that several months ago 
the family of Mr. P. J. Biggers, Sr., was poisoned 
by strychnine being put in their food, and two or 
three of them died. Mary David and her son and 
daughter, Snow and Alice David, three negroes 
living on the place, were charged with 
the crime. They were arrested,a preliminary trial 
was held and they were released. Since then the 
negroes moved to Harris county, and Mary David 
confessed to some of her neighbors that she com- 
mitted the crime. This testimoay was brought 
before the grand jury yesterday, and true bills 
were found against the three negroes above men- 
tioned, Bailiff McMichael went up into Harris 
county yesterday, and last night he succeeded in 
arresting them. They were brought to this city 
to-day and lodged in jail. Since their arrest they 
deny all connection with the crime.

Many professions have been represented. I have 
no desire to apotheosize my brethren, I desire to 
speak of their good deeds and their purposes in 
life, and perhaps I can show that best by finding 
out why they became Masons. Itseems to me 
they would be first moved by a desire not to be 
forgotten. Thisisthe appaling featurein death, 
that we shall be foreotten. Every age shows it. 
Zion called npon the Lord not to forget. God 
promised Moses he should not be forgotten. Job 
and David feared that they would be forgotten. 

God promised Jacob that he should be remem- 
bered. Alithe patriarchs enjoyed this promise 
and exercised the faithit gave ground for. We 
find the sacred record that they were all 
gathered to theirfathers. By masoury they could 
not have the privilege to be remembered as 
brethren except they record, by the very act of 
joining. a sure faith in God almighty. Kvery one 
solemniy deciared: this belief: ‘‘God rules the 
worlg.”” Not all my brethren hadi faith alike, 
thor? who studied God’s holy word and sought 
out the divine will more closely and: guided their 
liveg thereby walked in a surer light than the 
othé¢rs, 

lwo scientific gentlemen endeavored to soivea 
mystery. There was an apparent disorder in the 
movements of the heavenly bodies. By astronom- 
ical computation they discovered a new 
planet, but above all they who were 
skep ties before, discovered that an ali-wise God 
was in the universe, The heathen tried to work 
out the problem of God before the coming of 
Christ. Could they have influenced Europe the 
dark ages would not bavye been. Men stumbling 
about in unbelief were wretched creatures. Next, 
they would be moved by a desire for fellowship, 
to associate with men of kindred feeling. The 
mystery of fellowship cannot be unravelled, 
Saint Pani has declared of the gospel, in his Epis- 
tie to the Ephesians, 3-9, that itis: ‘To make all 
men see what is the fellowship of the mystery, 
which from the beginning of the worid hath been 
hfdin God,who created all things by Jesus Carist,”’ 
Outside of the gospe)], Masonry has best succeeded 
in showing to men, the bond, the tiein the mys: 
tery of fellowship. I once sat by the side of our 
brother Wm. G Laurence, who went to Californit 
‘o the gold fieldsin theearly days. He said aa 
Panama transportation could not be procure 
from the eastern coast to the Pacific. Great crow: ds 
of men were there helpless, All nationalities 
were represented. By the mystic symbols of 
Masonry ideas were exchanged without any 
spoken word of a language in common to 
all men, and transportation procured. 
Americans, Europeans, Egyptians, Persians, Jew 
aud Gentile were there benefitted by the fellow- 
ehip of Masonry. Wonderful tie, magic bond. 
thus to bring the ends of the earth together. Ma- 
sonry is the hand maid of religion: it. is ancillary 
in the building up of the kingdom of Goi, and 
aids in the spread of the gospe! and the fulfiliment 

f wed sie yhecy that God’s plan of salvation shall 
cover the earth es the waters cover the sea. No 
Mason ever disbelieved the immortality of the 
soul, Five hundred years before the Christiau era 
the minds of men were reaching up to 
something higher and better. There is a 
life beyond the grave, and in that life we 
shalleee our brethren and know them, and we 
shall see and know the aren tdead who have passed 
on before us, we shall know and be known. I wish 
J] could read to you from this volume here what 
the ancients bave said of immortality, the 
thoughts of Horace, Cicero, Seneca, Socrates, Plato 
and many others. This is true in genera! of them 
all. Their works show that their great miuds 
struggled against the thought of entire dissolution 
and immolation, and could not believeinthe 
utter annihilation of a being whose instinctive 
ideas here seemed to rate this life as a brief period, 
a narrow country onthe confines of the grave 
Masonry is beautiful in its teachings and so uni- 
versal in its adaptability to the minds of all men 
of all nations. 

All re build houses, and their houses ere not 

nerely to inbabit—they are the place where men 
wobshiy God; indeed, every home whose walls 
are properly reared is a temple to the living God. 
Our bodies, our lives are temples—and the up: 
building of those lives should be performed by 
the true plummet, 

Masonry isthe patron of no vice,and is the patron 
ofalithe pure arts and sciences. Our songs are 
attuned with our heartsiu praise of God, and 
m usic lends its enchantment to many of thescanes 
enactedin our lodges. Each soul in paradise shall 
expand under Goda’s infinence to its highest, and 
shall enjoy with Him and ail the brethren and the 
go od and great who have gone before, the delights 
of that paradise each to the extent of hisown 
capacity. Each soul in heaven shail be happy, 
end the joys of paradise shall be suited to each 
and will never cloy; each cup sha ull be filled with 
ipefiable joy and eternal peace and rest. Let ug 
acd to our faith and study God’s word and be 
taught there of a things of God. 

John, whose soul burned with prophetic fire and 
whose eyes were blessed by the divine light of 
God’s revelation, said: Rey. 20,17, ‘‘And I saw the 
dead, small and ‘great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened, which is the book of life; and 
the dead were judged out of those things which 
were written in the books according to théir 
works.’’ May the names of all our brethren 
whom we remember to-night, all our present 
lodge, all this people be recorded in the Lamb's 
book of life. Brethren, let us be prepared to an- 
swer thecall of the graid master when we are 
summoned to the grand .odge above.

The younger girls ayoided Chestnut street 
and promenaded up and down South Broad street, 
on the east side, from Chestnut to Pine, but the 
big girls were bolder and were as thick as ever on 
Chestnut street. The promenading began at dusk 
and was kept up until rain-drops fell-ata little 
after ten o’clock and frightened the flirts away. 
Two little girls, with shingled bangs and wearing 
black end white plaid suits of a large check 
pattern, walked upand down Chestnut street a 
dozen times during the evening. They stopped to 
talk toa number of young men at different times 
aiong the street and the corner-loungers com- 
mented upon them more than uponany other 
girls, 

Our contemporaries describe these girls as 
being as a rule of respectable parentage. In 
many instances they are enjoying their dan- 
gerous promenade without the knowledge of 
their parents who believe that their children 
are atcbhurchor yisiting their neighbors, 
Evidently Dr. Talmage knew what he was 
about when he said, ‘“Flirtation is damna- 
tion.”

Remedy for Cut Worms, 


Subscriber, Greenville, 8. C.: Can you give mea 
remedy for cut worms? 

The following isaremedy given by reputable 
agricultural papers: 

Cut worms seem to have an aversion to saltpeter, 
a solution of which in the proportion of one table- 
spoonful to a galion of water, has so far proveda 
sure preventive. A convenient arrangemeut for 
applying is a bucket holding two or three gallons 
anda half pint tin dipper. The saltpeter should 
be dissolved inasmell quantity of warm water, 
ihen mixed well with thatin'the bucket. In ap- 
plying the liquid care should be used to have it 
placed close to the roots of the plants and entirely 
around them. As thecut worm works near the 
surface a smell quantity of the solution will be 
sufficient for each hill, and the labor of applying 
itis but slight compared to that of digging the 
earth away from the plants with the fingers and 
killing the worms, which was formerly supposed 
to be the only safe remedy. Where 

is 80 large as to require 
such a quantity, it will be more con- 
yenient to prepare a barrel or two ata time, and, 
to economize travel, two or more barrels should 
be used, placing one at each~ end of the rows and 
another in the center, provided the rows are 80 
long that a bucketful of the liquid is not sufficient 
to gu the length of them. Probably a solution of 
copperas and chloride of limein the proportion of 
a half-pound to each, will prove as effective as the 
saltpeter water, and the expense, which is but 
trifling in either case, however, will be less.

Against him was pitted the Reman- 
nosed Napoleon, but 1n the septum of Wellington’s 
nose the sign of synthesis, of intellectual 
combination and ergeyerance, was very 
large, and this caused him to hold out on that 
cay, even when the —— tide of war had 
turned against him, until Blucher came, andall 
was saved. The face ofJohn Wesley, a cousin of 
Wellington, shows the same aggressive character, 
In all the great founders of religions, or of sects, 
we see the same aggressive nose, _ It stands boldly 
forthin the face of Zoroaster, in Mahomet, in Cal- 
vin, in the otherwise gentle face of the Nazarene, 
and in the hosts of other leaders, who have done 
fierce battle for opinion... Nature never puts a 
great cause upon a saddle-backed nose and ex- 
pores it willriseinto power. It was not Victor 
‘mMmaruel, but rather the High nosed Garibaldi, 
who achieved the independence of Italy. A low- 
bridged nose will do tor the belplessness of child- 
hood or the servility of. the African, but such

DARING UNION OFFICERS. 


Entering a Confederate Camp to Witness 
Battery Firing. 
From the New York Telegram, 

Last February while in Virginia, I met with 
a gentleman who was in the artillery service 
during almost the whole of the war, being at 
first in field service and theh shut up in mor- 
tar batteries at different places. When Peters- 
burg was invested, he, ® ‘sergeant, and his 
brother @ lieutenant, were ina mortar battery 
situated rear the old Blandford cemetery, his 
brother being in charge. Theif principal du- 
ty was to fire at the federal batteries and draw 
their fire. 

When the cou federates made & demonstra- 
tion they had bombproofs,to run into, of 
course, but at the same time, and, as might be 
supposed, they became more familiar with py- 
rotechnic displays than they cared for. There 
was one union battery in particular that al- 
ways gave them trouble whenéver they fired 
etit. lt was known as the ‘fratlroad-iron” bat- 
tery, and was very heavily armed. Moreover, 
the gunners therein had the exact range of the 
Blenford battery, which was twice too large, 
and it rarely required more than ten minutes 
to run the confederates intotheir bombproof 
It was in this Blanford battery that one of the 
most curious and, at the ‘time, mysterious 
events of the war occurred. 

A DARING PIECE OF, WORK. 

“One night,” says Sergeant’ Eggleston, ‘‘we 
were working there in the battery firing away 
in different directions, but inking care to keep 
our hands oli the railroad iron batiery, and 
watching the shells as they flew around, ocea- 
sionally jumping into the bombproof when one 
would light in our place, whey two fine look- 
ing men, whom we all took for general oflicers, 
suddenly walked into the works.

George replied that he 
would be happy to show ‘them anything in 
that line, and turning to me,:said, “Touch up 
the railroad iron battery, Joe,’ 

‘Well, | wished theso chape hed stayed in 
their tents, but I thought that,it would not be 
very long before they would be glad to get in- 
to the bombproof, and that the rest of us could 
goin also. So I commenced totouch up that 
railroad iron place. In less thafi' three min- 
utes we had waked up the hormet’s nest, and

SHELLS BURSTING ALL ABOUND. 

“Those fellows over there seemed to know 
that the occasion was an uvwetal one, and they 
were determined to give ufall that we could 
ask for. The shells were dropped into our bat- 
tery like hailstones, burstmgall around us, 
and rolling around like footbalis, but there 
stood those two officers and Gberge, leaning up 
against a piece of timber and talking as coolly 
as it they were leaning on # fencea thousand 
miles away from a piece of artillery. A shell 
came along and cut that piece ef timber in two 
and scattered | begga allover all over the 
place; but all that they did was to lean against 
a fresh place and go on talking.

Had we been in uniform we 8hguid have went 
right in and surrendered; but we knew 
that our white clothes would be taken as dis- 
guises, and that we would have been arrested

‘So we concluded to go in and pretend that we 
were all right, but without our names. After 
we got out of your battery we went back to our 
lines easily enough. While we were standing 
there talking to you we were getting our bear- 
ings eo as to get back. ,

The Association Determin +s ona Fair Next 
Fall 

GREENEVILLE, & C., June 2.—[Specia!.}|—The 
Piedmont Fair association has decided to reopen 
this fall, and it is confidently expected that it will 
eclipse in magnitude all others previously held 
here. Prior to last year the association was known 
only as a county fair, and was opened four days 
of each year with more or less success. The pro- 
gressive spirit of the county realizing the neces- 
sity for an association of the kind om a grander 
scale, set about to concert with the neighboring 
counties for a larger and permanent organization. 
By theindomitable plack and energy of Green: 
ville, linked with the brave efforts of her sister 
connties, the present association was organized 
under the most flattering auspices. Last Novem- 
ber the fair was opened for the first time under 
the new regime. The great excitement caused by 
the presidential election—for it was open during 


the very week of the election—and the almost en- . 


tire failure of the crops were serious hindrances, 
but despite those drawbacks the fair 
was a success. The gate and - “privil- 
ege’”’ receipts{were sufficient to defray all running 
expenses and purchase quite a liberalamount of 
valuable premiums besides. The association was 
forced to borrow sufficient capital for the purchase 
of more grounds, the erection of permanent build- 
ings, grading a mile race track—one that will some 
day be’the most desirable track injthe state if notin 
the south, and many other valuable improvements 
which properly belong to the permanent improve- 
ment account, and stand to-day valuable assets to 
the association. Owing to the heavy constractive 
expense, there are several thousand dollarsof 
claims against the association yet uupaid, but no 
doubt at the close of the exhibition next Novem- 
ber, the association will be enabled to meet all 
current expenses and liquidate every dollar of her 
present indebtedness also, leaving the property 
intact and unincumbered. An unusually liberal 
list of premiums for the agricultural department 
will be a special feature of the next fair,and every 
branch of home industry will receive valuable re- 
ward.
